fisherman "They lie ofl shore in deep water, 
and as Boon as it comes on warm they sot in 
shoic, and a good many follow in the shad 
and bluefish 
From now ooyou want to take 


an extra supply oi hooks 
Up on the New 


England coast cases of biting are quite com 
raon, considorm' this ain't a bhark country. 
One of the best known cases occurred off o 
place called King's beafh, between Marblo- 
hoad and Swampscott There was, a big hotel 
there years ago, and a schooner was hired to 
ho off and on to take folks out 
One day the 


whole party wont out a fishing', and when 
they got on the grounds one man would get 
into the dory, and try ft on his own hook. 
So he pulled off about 500 jards, and theie 
bem' no wind he commenced to fish out of tho

This will, perhaps, be better accomplished by 
schools of the practical arts than by appren- 
ticeship under a master workman A young 
man who learns how to manage wood- 
working machinery and handle the tools of 
that art, will be able to apply that knowledge 
and skill to any mechanical branch, working 
in wood So of metal working. The appren- 
tice of the future will be a scholar under a 
competent, teacher 
We must have skilled 


workmen conformed to the advanced state of 
the mechanic arts, and we must make them 
by no nap-hazard process, but by regulai 
systematic instruction.

bet in what county every one of these 
3,200 postofflces is located 
That isn't all 
I 


have to know which one of the many moil 
routes each letter goes out on, when each 
mail closes, and many other details A single 
mistake sends a letter off in the wrong mail- 
bag, and perhaps delays its delivery foity- 
eight hours 
Four times in five when tlus 


happens complaint is made, and the mistake 
is traced right to the clerk who made it, and 
then he catches it. Twice a year we are ex 
amined to ascertain our knowledgvpnd ex- 
pertness in our duties 
It is hard work to 


memorize the location of ali the postonlces, 
and hard work to keep tho knowledge flesh 
in mind ready for instant use At home I 
have a sot of pigeon holes, one for each coun- 
ty in the state I also have 3,2(K> cards, one 
for each postoflice in the state Formerly, 
every night after I went home, I used to! dis- 
tribute all these cards into their proper boxes 
Now I indulge in this amusement every day 
f 01 two or three weeks before each examina- 
tion 
At the postoflice we have no regular 


hours of service I go to work at 6 p m |oni 
keep at it until the mail on my table is i dis- 
posed of 
Sometimes I'm delayed two hours 


beyond the usual time of quitting 
The 
postal service is a dog's life for the clerks It's 
Dooi pay, long, hara hours, piles of red tape, 
and no hope of promotion " 
"Why don't you get out of it, then'" 
' 'I can't I'm in the rut and I can't get out 
I've been in the service twenty years now, 
and I don't suppose I could earn one square 
meal a day out&iue the business I've given my 
life to "

another century will not see reclaimed 
from their waste of sands; stretches 
through the bed of an ancient lake 
whore the barometer shows a depifes- 
sion 300 feet below the level of the 
sea, and pursues its straight course 
across an arid country where dew or 
rain is seldom known, and water 
cannot be found. The road was 
built in the face of every discourage- 
ment, and for months at a time track- 
laying and work had to be suspend- 
ed on account of tho fierce desert 
heats.

DEATH OF DR. LEFOEOEE. 


A Promising Young: physician Gone Be- 


fore—Sketch ot Bis Ufa. 


It is our sad duty to-day to chronicle 


the untimely death of Dr. W. L. Lefor- 
gee, son of Jesse and Julia S. Leforgee, 
which occurred last evening at 5:55 
o'clock, at the residence ot his parents' 
corner of Union- and Macon streets. His 
age was 23 years, 8 months and 13 days. 
Dr. Walker Liteter Leforgee was born in 
Macon county, Illinois, November 28th, 
1859, and resided in Decatnr the greater 
part of his life. When about sixteen years 
of age he entered the office of the Drs. 
Chenoweth as a student, and applied him- 
self with earnestness and zeal, taking par- 
ticular interest in the study of physiology, 
in which he became proficient Having 
studied thatsfour years, and attended 
three full courses of lectures, he gradua- 
ted from the Bush Medical College, Chi- 
cago, with honors on the second day of 
February, 1881. After receiving his di- 
ploma he commenced practice at Ham- 
mond, HI., remaining there about twelve 
mouths, and securing a fair share ot pat- 
ronage. About this time Dr. C. F. Dem- 
sey, having concluded to move to Peoria, 
left a splendid opening at Warrensbnrg, 
where, in company with Dr. McLean, he 
removed, nnd remained until about one 
month ago, at which time he came back 
to Decatnr, He was married on May 29, 
1883, to Miss Jessie Drake, of Warrens- 
aurg. On tho day of his marriage he was 
stricken with paralysis, which caused his 
'riends great uneasiness, but from this he 
recovered in a few days, and entered vig- 
orously into a promising practice. He 
was again paralyzed on the fourth of July, 
!rom the effects of which he died. 


The deceased was a young man who 


was the hope and pride of his fond pa- 
rente. His future was full of bright 
promise for a successful professional ca- 
reer in this community, where he was 
raised and where he was so well and fav- 
orably known. His untimely death is 
.ndeed a sad blow to his parents and rel- 
atives, to whom the sympathy of all our 
people is extended. 


The funeral will occur this afternoon at 


lour o'clock from the Christian Church.

Burn Ttour Stubble. 


The state entomologist reports that Vast 


numbers of the Hessian tly are now in 
the dormant condition, so low down on 
the stalk that they are left behind in the 
stubble when the wheat is cut This is 
true of the entire winter wheat region of 
Illinois. He therefore urgently advises 
that stnbble be burned at the earliest day 
possible, or that, where this is impracti- 
cable, the infected fields be plowed deep- 
ly and rolled. This is good advice and 
should be followed.
